tion of working men and women, is an 
interesting phenomenon. The order in 
its moBt nourishing days probably bai 
a membership of over half a million. At 
the convention held in Indianapolis 
last November it was admitted 
that 
the 
membership 
had 
fallen 
off 
300,000 
within 
a 
year, 
and 
measuses of retrenchment were taken in 
accordance with the 
diminishod re­ 
source. Now according to the Chica­ 
go "Knights of Labor,” which gives nu­ 
merous figures showing the wiping out 
of assemblies, there aro less than 100,- 
000 members, and in the opinion of that 
journal the order has “ceased to be a fac­ 
tor in the labor p r o b l e m Apparently, 
the principles for which Mr. Powderly 
has stood are too advanced for the work­ 
ingmen of to-day to accept and act upon. 
—New York Tribune. 
It is not difficult to explain the caus? 
of this quite rapid decline in the mem­ 
bership of the order of knights of labor. 
In very many ways Mr. Powderly is 
all right and has desired to continue 
right from the beginning. 
But he has 
bad difficult men to deal with. 
The or­ 
der has had too many Martin Irons. 
It 
has been engaged rn too many strikes. 
There has been, among tho weaker mem­ 
bers of the order and among the bec r- 
gnzzling aud idle portion of local lead­ 
ers, in the larger cities, “too much talk 
with their m ouths.” They have got their 
living off the bard-working men, until 
the eyes of the latter were opened to the 
condition of things ana to the manner 
in which they were duped, and then they 
began to abandon the order. 
Then, another thing, the strike on the 
Missouri [Pacific three >ears ago last 
March was a very unwise thing, and the 
defeat of Powderly and his workingmen 
in oonteet with Gould, marked tho de­ 
cline of the Knights of labor. When­ 
ever the Knights began to interfere with 
tho tight of the Missonri Pacific to em­ 
ploy whom it pleased, and when they 
made the attempt to drive workingmen 
from the shops in St. Lous simply be­ 
cause they were members of the order 
then they were scaling their own doom] 
aud the judgment which followed was 
altogether righteous.

WONDERFUL RUINS IN MEXICO. 


M arv elo u s S to rie s 
T o ld 
by E x p lo re rs 
fro m th o S ta te o f C lilapas. 
Recently returned explorers from tho 
State of Chiapas, Mexico, confirm nnd odd 
to tho remarkable 
reports concerning 
archeological discoveries. 
A fine, broad, 
paved road, built by prehistoric inhabi­ 
tants, lins been traced from Tonala down 
into Guatemala, aud thence in a curve up 
again 
into 
Mexico, 
terminating 
at 
l ’alenquo. 
All along this road are still to 
bo seen tho remains of ruined cities, and a 
careful estimate of tho ono timo popula­ 
tion of those plaeos is 30,000/100. On that 
part of tho road noar Calanque the ruius 
aro of groat magnitude. 
Houses four and 
often five stories high have been found 
in tho dopths of tho forest. 
Many of these 
houses aro pyramidal in form, and so cov­ 
ered are somo of thorn with vegetable mold 
that largo trees are growing from tho roofs. 
Iii somo of tho houses employment has l»een 
madoof stone beams of tremendous weight, 
and tho architecture indicates a high de­ 
gree of science. 
In somo houses visited 
bronze lamps have lioen discovered, and 
the interior and exterior decorations of tho 
rn' re important houses consist of panelings 
filled with elaborately carved figures al­ 
most life size, two types of men and wo­ 
men 
being 
represented, somo 
plainly 
Egyptian and others genuine Africans. 
In front of ono of th*- houses the explorers 
found fourteen sculptures of gods with 
folded arms. 
Tho worK of exploration was ono of ex ­ 
treme difficulty, owing to tho density of 
tho forest and tho unwillingness of the 
Indians to enter tho ancient edifices, they 
averring that the buildings wero inhabited 
by spirits. 
Another discovery was that 
an enormous pnvod road gxtonds from 
Paten quo across Yucatan to the island of 
Oozumol, nnd is continued on the island. 
Palenquo oxplorors assert that they havo 
discovered in tho edifices before mentioned 
examples of a perfect orch.

Ald. Baker, of the special committee 
appointed to inspect the slaughter house 
nuisance, submitted the following writ 
ten report — 


J a n e s v il l e , August 12th, 1889. 
To the M ayor aud Common Council: 
The juaiciary committee, with the city 
attorney and health officer, to whom was 
referred tho petition for removal of the 
slaughter houses, located in the fourth 
ward, would respectfully report that they 
trade an examination of the different 
slaughter houses, and found some cf 
them rn a very bad condition and others 
not quite so bad. But any of them could 
be improved very muoh. A few daysaftor 
the visit made by the 
full com­ 
mittee, the health officer and myself 
took a boat and rowed down the liver and 
inspected the river bauk in rear of the 
different slaughter houses. 
We found a 
very bad state of affairs in the rear of 
one. We found one dead hog and con­ 
siderable dial ; at another we found 
four dead hogs and more offal in the 
water near the bank. All the matter 
was in an advanced stato of decomposi­ 
tion and the rdor was anything but peas­ 
ant. 
We are perfectly satisfied that the 
residents of lower South Main street, and 
that a portion of the fourth ward within 
aboat five or six blocks of the slaughter 
houses are very much injured by their 
presence, and in view of all this we 
should recommend the owners of the 
slaughter houses and tho batchers of the 
city be requested to meet this council in 
special session at an early date to con­ 
sider the matter of the removal of the 
slaughter houses, or other means of 
remedying this nuisance.

I would suggest that some alterations 
be made in our slaughter houses and 
stock yards, as they are not kept in ac­ 
cordance with my instructions and I 
would call your attention particularly to 
tho condition of the closets and cess 
pools connected with the Grand Hotel. 
They are n ot only a source of annoyance 
but a great detriment to tho public 
health, and I ask you what measures you 
would advise me to make to abate and 
improve the same, as it would be a great 
expense to have it properly repaired to 
prevent it from being a nuisance and 
detriment to the pubiio health. 
I would also say in regard to the cots 
pool, located on the corner of Franklin 
and Dodge streets, that it is built in such 
a way that I do not know any way in 
which it can be prevented from being a 
public nuisance when they empty it, as a 
portion of it lies in the street. I pre­ 
sent the same to you to ascertain what 
action you advise me to take. 
That it shall be the duty of every own­ 
er, tenant, lessee aud occupant cf any 
and every house, dwelling, or place of 
business within the fire limits of the city 
of Janesville, forthwith to provide, or 
oause to be provided, and at all times 
hereafter to keep and use and bo kept 
and provided and used in the alley in 
connection with such house, dwelling, 
building or plaoe of business or other 
plaoe

for

the 
scavenger, suitable and sufficient vessels 
for receiving and holding without leak­ 
age and without being filled to within

of business, or the portions thereof 
of which such person may be the owner, 
tenant, lessee or occupant. 
That every vessel for tho deposit of 
ashes shall be of iron with a suitable 
cover of the same material. 
That separate suitable vessels eonven- 
venient for handling shall bo provided 
and need by all botels, restaurants and 
other places where the refuse materials 
or accumulations aro liquid substances. 
Ald. McLean, that uo action be taken 
on the report until the adjourned meet­ 
ing, on Thursday evening. Adopted. 
Ald. Conrad, of tho finance committee, 
reported the city treasurer’s July report 
correct Filed. 
A long discussion ensued concerning 
the awarding of the contract for furnish­ 
ing the eity with sewer pipe for the en­ 
suing year. Ald. Thorougbgood stated
